WASHINGTON, April 29.--Somo sudden 


and unexpected orders iaaued to the 
United States nuval vessels late thia af- 
ternoon, caused a sensation for a littlo 
time until tho purpose of tho orders 
was explained.

In Mr. Miller's conferences with Sec- 


retary Ureslmm and other cabinet ofli- 
cers ho presented a very strong case on 
the urgency of the situation and the 
menace to American control of tho canal. 
Ho brought out clearly tho fact that the 
British threatened to go to Greytown 
and to San Juan dol Sur, the two im- 
portant points mi tho Atlantic and Pa- 
cilic ends of the canal. It was soon after 
this that the orders to tho vessels were 
made. Mr. Miller said the canal com- 
pany waa very much interested in 
events in Nicaragua. Tho revolution 
which has been threatened as a result 
of llritiali occupation may disturb the 
canal company by preventing work on 
surveys and tlio possible destruction of 
its property. The company, Miller said, 
wanted the protection of its interests, if 
not from the NicuraguAii government, 
then from the outside. The concessions 
of the company were safe, but the lino 
of the canal was not. 
He alao said the 


concession entitled the entire line of the 
canal to protection, but annncontvolable 
movement may result in the destruction 
of property by irresponsible persons, 


Mr. Miller said he called the attention 


of the state department to the necessity 
for protection to the commission that is 
soon to leave for Nicaragua to examine 
the route of the canal. He says it will 
be very dangerous in case of revolution- 
ary disturbances for an unprotected 
party to make a trip over the line of the 
canal. The commission being under the 
direction of the state department, it will, 
of course, be necessary for the state de-

WASHINGTON-, April 29.—While there 


were many rumors flying about the city 
today touching the atate of affairs at 
Corinto, some to the effect that the dif- 
ficulty had been patched np and that 
the British had withdrawn on the basis 
of a submission of the British claim to 
arbitration, and others to show the Brit- 
ish had extended their original program 
ao as to include the dispatch of a fleet of 
warships to collect a debt owing by 
Honduras. It appears that none of 
them had any real basis, or at least 
they failed to attract the interest of tho 
atate department, which evidently looka 
upon the possibility of a revolution in 
Nicaragua aa the phase of the case pos- 
sessing great importance just now, and 
which it regards aa the absolutely es- 
sential one to provide against, ao far as 
it threatens American interests. 


The atory of a contemplated onslaught 


on Honduras is regarded as absurd, as 
there is no justification for any such ac- 
tion. If the British have any claims 
against that country, they certainly do 
not grow out of the insult offered to a 
British official, on which England has 
made the laeue in the Nicaragua caoe,, 
and if there be any claims for ill-treat- 
ment of individuals, they would first be 
preaaed by ordinary diplomatic couraea i 
before they were made the basis of a na- 
val demonstration. So far aa the rumora 
of arbitration are concerned, the atate 
department was not advised up to the 
close of offices, and did not credit the 
•lory, but expects a settlement of the 
trouble between Great Britain and Nic- 
aragua ID a short time, as ia evidenced 
by the fact that informed officials mill 
express confidence in the payment of 
toe indemnity.

whether John Xnauach ever had any 
money on deposit in any one of them 
and us to whether William Wootton had 
drawn, through John Knauach, $25,000, 
or any other amount, between February 
2<1 and March, 18!)4. I made the in- 
quiry, and found that John Knausch 
never had any money on deposit in any 
bank in this city. I also ascertained 
that no one giving hia name aa William

8AN FRANCISCO, April 29.—Theodore 


Durrant waa arraigned today in the po- 
lice court on a charge of murder for the 
killinir of Blanche Laraont. Tho de- 
fendant conducted 
himaelf with his 


uanal stoicism, and after the|forma! pro- 
ceedings, had a long conaultation with 
his attorneys. He complains bitterly, 
however, that the public is disposed to 
prejudge him. He sftya that every fact 
connected with the murder is made to 
fit his case, while auspicious circum- 
stances regarding others are disregarded. 
The coroner's inquest in tho Lamont 
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case, which 
(iienced thia evening, 


will bo continued every night until 
eluded so as not to interfere with tho 
preliminary examination ol Durrant for 
the Williams murder, to ho resumed to- 
morrow. 


Detective Simons of Portland, former- 


ly a Pinkerton detective, arrived in this 
city today, and in company with De- 
tective Gibaon of the local force visited 
Emmanuel church and took copious 
notes during a consultation which fol- 
lowed in regard to tho inunlnr of Miss 
Lament ami Alisa Williams. Those peo- 
ple who favor the defense say that the 
coming of the detective ahowa that tho 
prosecution feels that its cane is not as 
strong us it claims. Another bit of im- 
portant evidence has just como to light 
that may strengthen the circumstantial 
evidence against Durrant in tbo Will- 
iams murder ctuo. It is tho statement 
of Clerk Ohauncuy M. Johnson of tho 
state board of trade exhibit, who saya 
that he saw Durrant in company with a 
young lady answering Mini Williams' 
description in the rooms of tho board on 
April 12th about 5 o'clock.

considering the miserable pittance wlucl 
we receive from raisins under the prea 
cut ruinous ayatoni of packinu and mar 
kuting them. 
The question of want of drainage, 


which Mr. Hayno mentions, a a very 
serious one, and should bu carefully con- 
sidered and means taken to carrv it^out, 
if we wish to save our vii 
gradual decay. The Freanc 
Bridge canal, if built, would at once 
trreatly help any drainage acheme. 
" While on tho subject ot sulphuring 
and spraying I would like to call atten- 
tion to a very cheap and simple wash for 
•praying fruit trees, vines, roses, etc., m 
order to destroy tho aphis blight, rod 
spider and other insecta feeding on their 
leaves. It IB universally used in the hop 
Eardens of England with the greatest 
success. The wittm ia made by taking 
six pounds of soft soap and five of quas- 
sia bark to every 100 nallona of water. 
A strong extract should be made of the 
quassia bark by pouring boiling water 
on it and mixing this with the soup and 
water. It should be applied by spray 
pump or large garden syringe. 


Tho aoft eoap retains the bitternoaa o 


the quassia upon the leaves, makm;, 
thum unplfimnt for the nphiiUw, wlucl 
nr« thus starved out. The mixture ^s 
entirely harmless.
